Regarding Claims 1-4 

Reference 3 discloses a pressure sensor in which metallic lead members for a connector are disposed substantially in 
an intermediate area of an outer resin case for a gauge case, and a semiconductor sensor for converting pressure into an 
electric signal is received in an opening formed in a part of the resin case (see, in particular, Fig. 2). It is easily made by 
those skilled in the art to, in the pressure sensor of Reference 3, fill an anaerobic adhesive having permeability in gaps 
between the outer resin case and the metallic lead members by using a method disclosed in Reference 2. 
Regarding Claims 5-15 

Reference 1 discloses that, in an electronic component having metallic lead members integral-molded with a resin : 
an anaerobic adhesive is filled in gaps between the metallic lead members and the resin. Reference 2 discloses the steps 
of, after molding plastic integrally with metallic lead members, immersing an obtained molding in an anaerobic adhesive 
and then exposing it to a vacuum state (under a first pressure lower than atmospheric pressure) for filling the anaerobic 
adhesive in gaps between the metallic lead members and the plastic while purging air bubbles out of the gaps, 
subsequently exposing the molding to normal pressure (second pressure higher than the first pressure), and pulling up the 
molding from the anaerobic adhesive, followed by cleaning. When filling the anaerobic adhesive in the gaps between the 
metallic lead members and the resin as disclosed in Reference 1, it is easily made by those skilled in the art to fill the 
anaerobic adhesive in those gaps by using the method disclosed in Reference 2. 
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
